To the Editor:—l A toft advices from 
the Went Const tell da that the Cowan’* 
doad were rolled in tunm nnd burled 
where they were found. This is not 
the way Christian Britain usually take* 
cure of her d«ad heroes; 

Why were they not brought to Vic¬ 
toria and given decent burial, or at leaat 
taken to the Methodist mission uear by. 
when* there is n Christian boriuf 
ground? Mr. Dnykln talks aboot tfcw 
difficulties of getting to the place where 
the bodies were found. That mny bo 
so; but a sufficient force of men would 
easily overtime that 'difficulty had the 
authorities displayed enough interest. 
This whole affair is a disgrace to our 
country, a blot that will never be wiped 
out. Captain Ini rig nobly reported the 
vessel u short time after she was 
stranded; hut the poor sailors were per¬ 
mitted to remain nearly two weeks be 
fore being rescued; and now we are told 
that those who died through exposure, 
after lying nearly a month, were rolled 
in a piece of cantos, dropped into a 
hole and covered out of sight. 

Barely the authorities will seo that 
this is remedied, and that the bodies 
win be put into coffins aud conveyed to 
some ('brtfcXian burial ground.

linck it is often difficult to ascertain 
from what direction it comes; and Just 
as difficult as it is, just so important 
mav it bo that it should be found out 
rightly, as the safety of the ship might 
depend wholly upon correct judgment 
as to this.

A Duasoldorf engineer, knowing from 
experience that wooden dowels for the 
purpose of securing screw* in stone are 
apt to weaken the walla, and do not af¬ 
ford the desired solidity, lias devised an 
I ingenious method of obtaining a firm 
I anchorage.
